Crash 
spurred 
by semi 

O No major injuries in multi-car pileup on Yellowhead 
Trail © Semi truck driver had medical episode: Police 

Up to eight vehicles were involved in a 
collision on Yellowhead Trail yesterday 
afternoon when a semi truck barrelled 
into the back of one car, steering it into 
oncoming traffic. 

The crash happened around 2:15 p.m. 
at 127 Street and Yellowhead Trail, caus¬ 
ing major delays both east and west. 

Marilyn Bell’s red Toyota Camry crum¬ 
pled in the accident, as the semi hit her 
from behind, dragging her across the 
intersection. 

“It was really scary,” said Bell. “It 
just went on and on, one crash after the 
other.” 

Bell was in her car with her 
granddaughter, Jamie, stopped 
eastbound on Yellowhead Trail, waiting 
to turn north onto 127 Street. Upon 
impact they were pushed about 250 
metres into the westbound lanes, hitting 
oncoming vehicles and causing other 
accidents, coming to a halt facing the 
opposite direction. 

Brent Anlcram was behind the wheel 
of one of the vehicles swiped by Bell’s. 

He was in the left turning lane 



heading west on Yellowhead when the 
vehicles hit six or seven other cars, caus¬ 
ing many to jump the median, he said. 

Ankram had a conversation with the 
driver of the semi, and was told he had 
a coughing fit that led to the medical 
episode. 

Overall, Ankram was surprised nobody 
was hurt.

Discrimination 
behind wage gap 
for immigrants? 


O Although there is no single obvious explanation for 
lower pay, race issue can’t be ignored: Social scientist 


As analysts dissect the data 
to figure out why it is that 
newcomers to Canada 
these days are having 
a much harder time 
than previous generations 
of immigrants, they're 
bumping up against an 
uncomfortable answer. 

Discrimination, they say 
reluctantly, can’t be com¬ 
pletely ruled out. 

For 30 years, the land¬ 
ing for newcomers to 
Canada has become steadi¬ 
ly rougher. 

In the 1980s, the source 
countries for many of 
Canada's immigrants were 
in flux, shifting away from 
traditional English-speak¬ 
ing or European countries, 
and more towards Asia, 
says social scientist Arthur 
Sweetman at McMaster 
University in Hamilton. 

Language and cultural 
barriers were, and contin¬ 
ue to be, a set-back for 


Eroded earnings 

► Part of the answer is 
that Canadian employers 
are often suspicious of 
foreign credentials and 
experience. So immigrants 
who, on paper, look 
equivalent to Canadians 
in education and 
background, aren't 
valued as highly, says 
Mikal Skuterud at the 
University of Waterloo. 

► And part of the answer 
is that immigrants don't 
have the networks and 
links to good jobs that

Skuterud said. 

immigrants hoping to 
close the earnings gap 
with Canadian-born work¬ 
ers, he says. 


In the 1990s, immi¬ 
grants were hit extra hard 
by the recession. 

The widening gap of the 
early 2000s can be ex¬ 
plained mainly by the dot¬ 
com bust. Canada had 
imported large quantities 
of technology workers dur¬ 
ing the boom, who were 
left high and dry when the 
market suddenly turned, 
according to Statistics 
Canada’s Garnett Picot. 

But the erosion has con¬ 
tinued since then, and 
there is no single obvious 
explanation, Sweetman 
says. 

But Mikal Skuterud at 
the University of Waterloo 
has also found that the 
wage disparity with Cana¬ 
dian-born workers persists 
much longer for visible mi¬ 
nority immigrants, lasting 
into the second and even 
third generations.

O New movie and video game created in Vancouver 


There’s more than a little 
Vancouver in the futuristic 
worlds of the film Tron: 
Legacy and accompanying 
video game Tron: Evolu¬ 
tion. 

Both Disney projects 
were created there, a happy 
coincidence for Propaganda 
Games’ Darren Hedges. 

“From Day 1, we had ac¬ 
cess to the sets, access to 
the scripts, access to the tal¬ 
ent, the directors, the pro¬ 
ducers,” Hedges said in a 
recent interview. “We went 
on set, we saw them film 
day after day, night after 
night in most cases.” 

For game director 
Hedges, it was a peek into 
eveiything from how the 
costumes were put together 
to how filmmakers framed 


their shots. 

“And that allowed us to 
create a very cohesive expe¬ 
rience that spans from the 
video game into the 
movie,” he said. 

The original 1982 film 
Tron tells the stoiy of a 
computer hacker who ends 
up being swallowed by a 
digital world. In the sequel, 
the hacker’s son is trans¬ 
ported into the Grid, the 
world existing inside the 
computer. 

The new video game is a 
prequel to Tron: Legacy 
with the gamer playing a 
program called Anon. 
Hedges’ team decided early 
on they didn’t want to tell 
the same stoiy. 

“Luckily for us, the film¬ 
makers were veiy much of 


a like mind,” said Hedges. 

The goal was a “trans¬ 
media experience.” 

“What we mean by this 
is eveiything feeds into the 
franchise, nothing really 
replicates itself,” explained 
Hedges. The end of the 
game leads directly to the 
opening of the movie — al¬ 
beit separated by 200 Tron 
years — offering insight in¬ 
to the genesis of characters 
and why certain events un¬ 
folded the way they did. 

The game, rated T for 
Teen for PC, PlayStation 3, 
Xbox 360, PSP, Nintendo 
Wii and DS, includes the 
voices of Olivia Wilde 
(Quorra) and Bruce Boxleit- 
ner (Tron) and music of Daft 
Punk from the movie.

The Jackie 0 not many people knew 


When most of us think of 
Jacqueline Kennedy Onas- 
sis, we think back to the 
perfectly coifed first lady of 
the early ’60s in a stylish 
shift, a string of pearls and 
a pill-box hat. Or the Jackie 
O of the next decade, the 
rich widow in huge sun¬ 
glasses that shielded her 
from the world. 

We probably don’t think 
of a middle-aged working 
woman making her own 
photocopies, waiting in line 
to speak to the boss, or sit¬ 
ting cross-legged on the 
floor, arranging photos and 
puffing on cigarettes. 

Yet this was her third act 
— the Jackie who joined 
the workforce in her mid- 
40s and spent nearly two 
decades as a book editor. By 
all accounts, it was one of 
the most satisfying periods 
of her life. 

“She didn’t do this just 
to have a job,” says Bruce 
Tracy, a former colleague at 
the Doubleday publishing 
house. “She loved this. This 
is what she was passionate 
about.” 

Suddenly, in a span of 
just a month, two new 
books are examining this 
little-known part of her life,

giving readers a new slant 
on a woman who has fasci¬ 
nated Americans like no 
other in our histoiy. 

“People think about 
Jackie’s clothes, about her 
marriages, maybe her re¬ 
decorating the White 
House,” says historian 
William Kuhn, author of 
Reading Jackie: Her Autobi¬ 
ography in Books, released 
this month. “But her edito¬ 
rial career was longer than 
her two marriages com¬ 
bined. It says more about 
who she was as a person, 
because this is something 
she actually chose to do.” 

Jackie was 46 when she 
was hired at Viking Press, 



not long after the 1975 
death of Aristotle Onassis. 
Clearly Viking wanted her 
for her name. And her early 
efforts — she spent only 
two years there, before 
moving to Doubleday — 
were a learning process. 
But her productivity sky¬ 
rocketed as the years went 
on. “Yes, some of this was 
handed to Jackie,” says 
Kuhn, whose book is being 
published by Doubleday it¬ 
self. “But the fact is she 
amassed a list of books that 
publishing professionals 
are in awe of today.” 

That list includes books 
on everything from art to 
European and American 


histoiy to photography to 
fashion to religion. It in¬ 
cludes children’s books by 
Carly Simon, and Michael 
Jackson’s autobiography 
Moonwallc. She worked on 
a trilogy by the Egyptian 
writer Naguib Mahfouz, 
several books by Bill Moy¬ 
ers, and a series of Tiffany 
style books. 

And then there was her 
well-documented love of 
dance, particularly ballet, 
which led to the bestseller 
Dancing on My Grave, by 
ballerina Gelsey Kirkland 
and her husband, author 
Greg Lawrence. Working 
with her on the book, an ac¬ 
count of Kirkland’s descent 
into drug addiction, was “a 
humbling experience,” says 
Lawrence, who next month 
comes out with Jackie as 
Editor: The Literary Life of 
Jacqueline Kennedy Onas¬ 
sis. 

Lawrence recalls how at 
an introductory lunch with 
the couple, Jackie burst into 
tears at their story, saying, 
“I want to do this book!” 

“Jackie fought for us,” 
says Lawrence. “That’s what 
I really admired about her. 
She had to fight for her

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Uma stalker 
charged again 

O Man jailed after trying to contact Thurman 




A former psychiatric pa¬ 
tient convicted of stalking 
Uma Thurman was jailed 
Friday after he was charged 
with again trying to contact 
the Oscar-nominated ac¬ 
tress. 

Jack Jordan was ar¬ 
raigned on charges of stalk¬ 
ing and criminal contempt 
for violating a restraining 
order. 

Jordan pleaded not guilty 
in front of the same judge 
who warned the 39-year- 
old he would go to jail if he 
tried to contact Thurman 
after his 2008 conviction 
for stalking the Kill Bill ac¬ 
tress. 

Prosecutors said he 
made several calls to Thur¬ 
man on Oct. 29 and Oct. 30. 
He was arrested shortly be¬ 
fore Thanksgiving at his 
family’s home in North Po¬ 
tomac, M.D. A police 



spokeswoman with the 
suburban Washington, 
D.C., department said offi¬ 
cers sent to arrest Jordan 
found him sitting in front 
of a computer with Thur¬ 
man’s name in a Google 
search box. 

Jordan was extradited to 
New York on Thursday. He 


told police, according to 
prosecutors, that the calls 
were a drunken mistake. 

Michelle Kaminsky, 
Brooklyn assistant district 
attorney, did not say how 
Jordan got Thurman’s num¬ 
ber but said he may have 
been in Manhattan when 
one of the calls was placed. 

“During one of the 
phone calls to a house 
guest, the defendant got 
very agitated and asked the 
house guest to step out¬ 
side,” Kaminsky said. 

Jordan was being held 
without bail until his next 
court date, scheduled for 
Wednesday. His attorney 
had argued for protective 
custody because he said he 
could be attacked at Rilcers 
Island, but Manhattan 
Supreme Court Justice Gre- 
goiy Carro denied the re¬ 
quest.

ness guru Emily Post. 

Replies, however, can 
even be hard to get when 
the event is for business. 

In Phoenix, Kim Horn 
deals with lacking and late 
RSVPs for meetings of her 


professional group, though 
its members should know 
better - they’re wedding 
planners. 

For those who can’t 
stomach angling for RSVPs, 
some companies will take 
on the task for fees that can 
run into hundreds of dol¬ 
lars. 

How did we get to this 
point of no RSVP return? 

Some point to technolo¬ 
gy as a factor. In an era of 
constant, instant status up¬ 
dates, one person’s RSVP 


may be another’s “C U in 5.” 

“Technology is changing 
our culture, the way we 
communicate ... which 
than means it changes the 
way we connect and discon¬ 
nect,” said Gerald Good¬ 
man, a psychologist and 
communication expert, 
and professor at the Univer¬ 
sity of California, Los Ange¬ 
les. The fading of RSVP 
could, he suggests, signify 
“a new etiquette of free¬ 
dom.”

At this time of year, the 
Kids Help Phone receives 
more messages and calls 
than usual from young¬ 
sters who have concerns 
about their family’s fi¬ 
nances, says a longtime 
counsellor. There are also 
worried kids wondering 
about the effect of mom 
and dad’s recent divorce. 

“Being a counsellor to 
kids is a bit heartbreaking 


at Christmas because we 
hear from a lot of unhappy 
kids,” says Louise Longo, 
who will be starting her 
15th year soon as a phone 
and web counsellor. 

“We hear from unhappy 
kids anyway ... but Christ¬ 
mas just seems to put 
them over the top in terms 
of, you know, they’re get¬ 
ting pictures and messages 
about what Christmas 
should be.” 

Kids Help Phone is con¬ 
tacted by about 1,000 chil¬ 



dren from across Canada 
eveiy day, either via tele¬ 
phone calls or through 
postings on the organiza¬ 
tion’s website. 

Hymie Anisman, who 
conducts stress research at 
the Institute of Neuro¬ 
sciences at Carleton Uni¬ 
versity in Ottawa, notes 
that some kids have neg¬ 
lectful parents. 

“Think of these types of 
things in a context in 
which everybody else 
seems to be happy. So 


Mary and Joey are getting 
all sorts of presents and 
here’s this neglected kid 
who’s getting far less,” he 
says. 

Teachers, doctors and 
social workers need to 
keep an eye on these chil¬ 
dren, especially at this 
time of year, he advises. 

Longo also notes that 
Christmas can be difficult 
for youngsters of other re¬ 
ligions and cultures who 
don’t celebrate the holi¬ 
day.

The hunt for child care 
on the year’s most lucra¬ 
tive night began in June 
for some parents, though 
the more usual approach is 
to wait until the last 
minute, panic and shell 
out top dollar. 

“Most people will book 
the week before New 
Year’s Eve. We’re still a so¬ 
ciety of procrastinators, 
for sure,” said Melissa 
Marchwiclc, a spokes¬ 
woman in Chicago for the 
caregiver match service sit- 
tercity.com. 

Hourly rates for the big 
night can more than dou¬ 
ble, she said. Some sitters 
are looking for extra incen¬ 
tives like fatter tips, festive 
food and safe, cost-free 
passage home amid the 
craziness. 


“The parents who start 
looking earlier have more 
of their pick and there’s 
less competition,” March- 
wick said. “They can get 
sitters at normal rate.” 

Marchwiclc’s site, which 
charges membership fees 
but offers a free, seven-day 
trial, has about a million 
caregivers available na¬ 
tionwide. The site helps 
parents check references, 
conduct interviews and 
use free access to back¬ 
ground checks. 

The race for New Year’s 
Eve kid care is fierce be¬ 
cause many sitters like to 
celebrate, too. College kids 
are on break from classes 
and fewer high schoolers 
babysit at all, consumed by 
lives of academics, sports 
and extracurriculars. 

“We’re seeing an older 
sitter,” Marchwiclc said. 
“The average now is 27 
years old, much more ex¬ 
perienced.” 


Want a sitter but can’t 
afford double time? Pay for 
two or three hours and add 
a flat $100 to spend the 
night. If that’s too much, 
share a sitter with friends 
and try to negotiate, but 
don’t forget the tip. 

“I kind of think New 
Year’s is overrated,” said 
Samantha Haviser, a 24- 
year-old volunteer co-ordi- 
nator for a non-profit in 
Washington, D.C. She 


plans to babysit. 

“I’m getting hassled by 
friends right now for being 
lame and not wanting to 
go out but, hey, I work for 
a non-profit. I can use the 
cash,” she said. 

Haviser is asking for $25 
to $30 an hour. 

Mom Laura Ceriello, 41, 
in New York City, said 
making merry en masse 
like the Times Square 
scene means the night be¬ 


longs mostly to amateurs. 
She and her husband had 
two party invitations, one 
that included kids and one 
for adults only. They chose 
to bring their five-year-old 
daughter along. 

“Maybe I’m just too 
old,” she said. 

Tracy Ferry in suburban 
D.C. usually spends $12 to 
$15 an hour for a sitter. 

She and her husband 
are throwing a party for 


New Year’s Eve and she 
found care for the children 
of friends when she 
booked her own help at an 
hourly rate of $30. 

“I just wanted them to 
be able to come to the par¬ 
ty,” Ferry said. “We know 
how difficult it is to solidi¬ 
fy child care on New Year’s 
Eve. It’s more expensive 
than I was anticipating, 
but it’s worth it.”

Ganache tarts are elegant, 
decadent and the epitome 
of chocolate love. 

Best yet, they are easy to 
make, can be prepared 
ahead of time and trans¬ 
port well.

This dressed-up version 
is flavoured with pepper¬

Ganache: 

• 300 ml (11/4 cups) heavy

• Powdered sugar, for dust¬ 
ing 


mixture forms a dough, 
about 30 seconds. 

Remove dough from 
processor and break off 
about a third of it. Set 
this aside. 


Press remaining dough 
into bottom and up 
sides of a 23 -cm ( 9 - 1 'nch) 
tart pan with removable 
bottom.

If 
dough becomes too 
soft, you may need to 
chill it in the refrigerator 
as you work. Once all of 


the cookies are cut, 
transfer them to a 
parchment paper-lined 
baking sheet and refrig¬ 
erate for 10 minutes. 

7 Bake snowflakes for 10 
to 15 minutes (depend¬ 
ing on size of the cook¬ 
ies) or until firm. Let 
cookies cool on baking 
sheet. 

8 Ganache Filling: In a 
small saucepan over 
medium, heat cream un¬ 
til simmering. Add 
chocolate and let sit off 
heat for 2 minutes. Stir 
until smooth. Stir in 
peppermint extract, 
then pour into baked 
tart shell. Refrigerate 
until firm, about 2 
hours. 

9 When ready to serve, 
dust snowflake cookies 
with powdered sugar, 
then arrange them on 
the top of the tart.

Creative environmentalism 


O Reduce, reuse and recycle 
children’s artwork into collages, 
notecards or other holiday gifts

Turning children’s artwork 
into Christmas gifts can be 
a creative way to clear clut¬ 
ter. So take those drawings 
and paintings off the 
fridge and tuck them un¬ 
der the tree. 

Wrapping gifts with 
your child’s creations is 
the easiest way to recycle 
them, but the artwork can 
also be the gift. Admitted¬ 
ly, such presents may ap¬ 
peal mainly to doting 
grandparents, but at least 
Grandma and Grandpa 
will be taken care of in 
style. 

MAGNETS 

Use photo editing soft¬ 
ware to crop the scanned 
image or photo into a 
square or rectangle, and 
reduce the size to a few 
centimetres across. Print 


the image on photo paper 
or card stock, cut it out 
and then cut a piece of 
foam core board the same 
size. Glue the image to the 
foam core backing and 
glue a magnet on the back. 
Voila! A magnet to hold up 
the next batch of artwork 
that will begin arriving 
home when school re¬ 
sumes after the holiday 
break. 

FRAMED COLLAGE 

The same technique 
used for the magnets can 
be repeated to create a 
striking framed display of 
dozens of drawings and 
paintings — a miniature 
retrospective of sorts. 
Again, reduce the size of 
the scanned images or 
photos and print as many 
as you like on photo paper 


or card stock. Back each 
cutout image with foam 
core, and glue them to a 
large piece of white poster 
board cut to fit your frame. 
Twenty images, shrunk 
down to roughly 7.5 cen¬ 
timetres, will fit nicely in a 


40-by-50-centimetre frame. 
Play around with the 
arrangement before gluing 
to ensure roughly equal 
spacing between the im¬ 
ages. 

The foam core backing 
gives the images extra di¬ 


mension, but a similar ef¬ 
fect could be achieved by 
uploading images to photo 
printing websites that ere-

ate collages in a variety of 
sizes. 

NOTECARDS 

Have a toddler who’s 
still in a “modern art” 
phase? Abstract finger 
paintings can be turned in¬ 
to notecards suitable for 
anyone who appreciates 
bold colour. Isolate inter¬ 
esting sections of a larger 
painting, crop to 14-by-ll 
centimetres and glue to 
the front of a card made 
out of a standard 21-by-28- 
centimetre piece of card 
stock cut in half, or print 
the image directly on the 
card stock. 

This idea also works 
well if you have a large de¬ 
tailed picture coloured by 
an older child that can be 
broken up into interesting 
sections. 
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COMPOSTING MADE EASY 



I would love to compost, but I am not sure how to manage it in an apart¬ 
ment. What are the options? It seems that the city of Montreal is not re¬ 
ally as compost-friendly as other Canadian cities. Erika of Montreal 


I have one word for 
you: worms. Just be¬ 
cause you don’t 
have yard space 
doesn’t mean you 
can’t join the grow¬ 
ing number of Canadians 
who are composting. Sta¬ 
tistics Canada’s research 
from 2006, albeit dated, 
showed 27 per cent of 
households nationwide 
composted. And, Quebec 
households have steadily 
been increasing their rates 
of composting, too. 

You need to try 
vermicomposting! It’s ide¬ 
al for small spaces and can 
be done indoors, which 
makes it perfect for apart¬ 
ment dwellers. It means 
you discard organic matter 


Vermiculture is a 
great way to 
reduce the organic 
matter otherwise 
destined for the 
landfill. 

generated in your kitchen 
— like banana peels — by 
feeding it to worms. But 
not just any worms; you’re 
going to need some red 
wrigglers. 

The result is a very fer¬ 
tile mixture of 
decomposed food scraps 
and worm poop. 

Vermiculture is a great 
way to reduce the organic 
matter otherwise destined 
for the landfill. The 
process takes three to six 


months and depending on 
how much you feed your 
worms, you’ll need to har¬ 
vest the vermicompost 
two to four times a year. 
It’s excellent fertilizer for 
gardens, laws, or potted 
plants on balconies and 
even indoor plants. 

Fans of worm farms 
claim they’re much easier 
to care for than a dog or a 
cat and they don’t smell. 
There are many great on¬ 
line resources to help you 
source and set up your 
very own worm bin. 

Check out City Farmer’s 
resources listed by 
province, or Worm Girl 
Montreal, who sells worm 
bins and worms at worm- 
girlmontreal.wordpress. 
com.

Bottled water is one of the 
great inventions of our 
time. Very useful when 
travelling to a remote 
place, when jogging or 
hiking. We buy it everyday, 
without noticing; almost 
like a cup of coffee. 

But do we need to use it 
when we have good and 
cheap tap water at home 
or at the office? 

Experts say we don’t. 

A multimillion euro 
market is generated by 
bottling and selling water, 
while the global rate of 
consumption rose by 5.6 
per cent in 2008. Bottled 
water companies state 
they work hard to protect 
the environment, promot¬ 
ing recycling of PET or 


glass bottles, “which are 
fully recyclable materials”. 

In the European Union, 
the post-consumer PET re¬ 
cycling rate is continuous¬ 
ly increasing and now 
stands at 41 per cent 
(2008), says the European 
Federation of Bottled Wa¬ 
ters (EFBW). 

But this means that 
most packages are not re¬ 
cycled. The EFBW states: 
“It is encouraging that re¬ 
cycling rates are increas¬ 
ing but there is still much 
more that individuals can 
do! For each packaging 
type, be it glass or PET, the 
environmental impact is 
being reduced by redesign¬ 
ing the bottles so that they 
contain less material, by 
increasing recycling rates, 
and by using recycled ma¬ 
terial in new virgin bot¬ 
tles”. 

Still, environment asso¬ 


ciations and experts are 
strongly against the use of 
bottled water, especially in 
countries where tap water 
is of good quality. Pacific 
Institute (based in Califor¬ 
nia) President Peter Gle- 
iclc’s new book, Bottled 
and Sold, shows how water 
went from being a free 
natural resource to one of 
the most successful com¬ 
mercial products of the 
last 100 years. 

“Every second of every 


day in the United States, a 
thousand people buy a 
plastic bottle of water, and 
every second of every day a 
thousand more throw one 
of those bottles away,” un¬ 
derlines Gleiclc. 

Consumer associations 
suggest: If you need to car¬ 
ry water with you, use 
your own refilling contain¬ 
er with tap water or keep a 
large bottled water (five or 
10 litres) at home for those 
needs. 


Peter Gleick is the author 
of the book Bottled and 
Sold: The Story Behind Our 
Obsession with Bottled 
Water. 

Regarding the use of 
bottled water, is there any 
trend showing a decrease 
due to ecological reasons? 

We are seeing, for the 
first time in decades, a 
decrease in the sales of 
bottled water in the 
United States. The indus- 
tiy is hoping this 
decrease is related only 
to the economic down¬ 
turn, but there is grow¬ 
ing awareness of the 
environmental, econom¬ 
ic, and social costs of 
bottled water use, and 
consumers are increas¬ 
ingly moving away from 
bottled water. 


How big is the 

impact of bottled water on 

the environment? 

One of the biggest prob¬ 
lems with bottled water 
is the environmental 
consequences of its pro¬ 
duction, use and wastes. 
Vast amounts of energy 
are required to produce 
the plastic bottles. 

If consumers recycle the 
bottles can they feel any 
better? 

It is certainly better to 
recycle the plastic 
bottles rather than to 
throw them away, but 
veiy few bottles are actu¬ 
ally recycled. The best 
way to reduce the envi¬ 
ronmental impact of 
bottled water is not to 
buy it in the first place!

Melcor Launches a Greener Development with Community in Mind 


H ow do you marry modern design and landscaping development with a natural 
park reserve in one of Edmonton's best new housing initiative? The answer is 
Larch Park. 

Perched on the edge of the Whitemud Ravine, Larch Park is a new development underway 
led by Larix Communities, a joint venture between Arctos and Bird and Melcor Developments. 
The project is integrated into the new Larch Sanctuary, an expanse of the Whitemud Ravine 
protected by the Edmonton and Area Land Trust for it's unique animal inhabitants. 

A well-established company built on over 88 years of quality business, Melcor is taking 
the initiative to build a new kind of community. The development will feature innovative 
architecture and energy efficient housing, but one of the most interesting components of 
the development is how they layer their dirt. 

Michael Clarke, a Plant Ecologist and Environmental Biologist, was giving a talk on 
restoring urban ecosystems when he was approached by Melcor to apply the ideas he was 
pitching about yards to Larch Park. 


When the preparatory work began on site, Melcor maintained the native soil in a whole 
new way by storing each layer separately. 

"We put a lot of value into the soil. Instead of storing it in one anaerobic pile, we piled it 
across large areas to maintain the bacteria and the properties of the soil", said Clarke. 

Once neighborhood services were installed, the soil was accurately re-laid back to its 
original state. 

When the time came to choose the flora for the development, Melcor decided on an 
unconventional path. Based on recommendations by the Northern Forestry Centre the 
developers planted over 36,000 pieces of vegetation this and will plant over 40,000 next year. 

By over-planting locally found species, the development will naturally form a self- 
maintaining integrated ecosystem of wetland and grassland. It will naturally weed out 
inefficient plant life, requiring little maintenance and establish a continuous environment 
with the adjacent Sanctuary. 



"As an Ecologist, when I talk with developers, they don't really care. The thing I just 
loved about this project was how interested and supportive they were", said Clarke. "They 
told me to be as ecologically pure as possible, to take the high road."

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Think you made a major mistake? 

O Academic advisers can help struggling students make the best of an experience they may be unsure of 


Exactly a year ago Ramin 
Asgari was struggling. 

A heavy course load, 
looming exams and a 
tough transition from 
high school were over¬ 
whelming the civil engi¬ 
neering student as he 
approached the end of his 
first semester at the Uni¬ 
versity of British Colum¬ 
bia. 

Unable to see himself 
passing, he considered 
giving up — until a peer 
academic support group 
turned things around. 

“They helped a lot,” 
says the 19-year-old. 
“They assured me that 
‘Yeah, first year is like 
that, but it gets a lot bet¬ 
ter,’ and it really does - 
I’ve gotten way better 
grades this year than last 
year.” 

The group review ses¬ 
sions Asgari attended also 
helped dispel the isola¬ 
tion that had fed his aca¬ 
demic despair. 

“I’m not feeling like 
I’m the only person on 
campus,” says Asgari, who 


still goes to tutorials and 
peer review sessions in 
his second year. 

“I’d say it was more 
emotional help than actu¬ 
al study help.” 

The free drop-in ses¬ 
sions are similar to others 
run at universities across 
the country. 

The peer-run programs 
in particular provide a 
starting point for students 
struggling with the aca¬ 
demic demands of univer¬ 
sity. 

Vladimir Nikitin says 
students often come just 
to connect with someone 
else who understands. 

“They find out there’s a 
lot of them who have the 
same problems,” says the 
political science student 
who runs a peer study ses¬ 
sion twice a week at Car- 
leton University in 
Ottawa. 

“It’s a safe environ¬ 
ment where everyone can 
share and discuss issues 
that are not necessarily 
course-related.” 

The informal nature of 


the sessions and the fact 
that they are run by an¬ 
other student also help 
defuse any intimidation 
felt by someone who may 
have never reached out 
for help before, says 
Nikitin. 

“I can relate to those is¬ 
sues,” says the 23-year-old 
who questioned his de¬ 
gree choice at one point 
as well. “It’s pretty com¬ 
mon to not know what 
you want to do in life 
when you’re 18 or 19.” 

Building confidence, 
learning better time man¬ 
agement and picking up 
tips on how to study bet¬ 
ter are all part of the peer 
sessions typically held for 
courses with a large num¬ 
ber of Ds and Fs. 

But while Nikitin advis¬ 
es most students to stick 
with their courses at least 
until after their first ex¬ 
ams, not all problems can 
be solved by peers like 
himself. In some cases, 
professional counsellors 
are better to talk to.
